My friend Joe Labovsky, one of the developers of nylon, escaped the USSR when he wqs 
12 when his mother and his siblings with here were able to join the father, who had 
come here before **orld War I to make enough to bring the rest of the family. He was a 
tailor, from Kiev. 

Joe is a wonderfuly warm, caring and thoughtful man who is also conservative in 
his views. 

For some years he has been going to Israel with some regularity to take the 
place in its nylon plant of some of its top people so their absence while meeting 
their military obligations will not have an effect on nylon production. This began 
when some years ago Dupont was using him as an international trouble-shooter when 
nylon plants developed problems. One such assignment was to Israel. In those jobs he 
lived for varying periods of time pretty much all over Europe, including behind the 
iron curtain. 

I8d asked him before he left to tell me what he observed on his return. ' A 'bis 
is what he then wrote me. 

What he says about the Arabs in this letter is different than what he'd said before. 
Until this letter he'd said that the Arabs he knows in the nylon plant were in strong 
disagreement with their children and the intifada.
